Grand Jury Is No 
Place for Politics 


Out of the dismaying, 
breaking fact that a Fulton County gran id 
jury foreman has made a personal, public 
statement about a matter discu: sed by 
and before the jury, there emerges what 
seems to us an inescapable conclusion: 

Any person who has been a candi- 
date for county or city office should dis- 
qualify himself as foreman of any grand 
jury. 

This would apply especially, but by 
no means exclusively, to a defeated can- 
didate. Human nature being what it ts, 
such a person carries into the jury room 
the wounds of his defeat. Certainly a 
former candidate for mayor, and more 
especially one who was unsuccessful in 
his candidacy, is in somewhat the same 
position as a judge required to disqualify 
himself if he has had an interest in any 
case assigned his court. 

Edgar E. Schukraft, Fulton grand 
jury foreman who chose to ignore prece- 
dent. if not the law, by publicly and per- 
sonally revealing what went on in the 
jury room, was a candidate for mayor of 
Atlanta in 1945. He ran as an independ- 
ent Republican and called for Republican 
support. At the time Harry Sommers, 
then GOP national committeeman, issued 
a statement that the GOP in Georgia and 
Atlanta had no candidate. 

Mr. Schukraft ran -against 
William B. Hartsfield. 

This fact, plus the additional one that 
Mr. Schukraft is the close neighbor and 
friend and reportedly the confidant of 
a person twice defeated as a candi- 
date for mayor, is, in our opinion, further 
reason why Mr. Schukraft, in light of his 
statement from the jury room, would have 
been wiser to disqualify himself. 

When the mayor and two members 
of the City Council left the Jury room, 
they said they had no comment to make, 
since it was not proper to discuss what 
went on in a grand jury session. After 
the foreman issued his statement on the 
events in the jury room, the mayor made 
one in reply. 

The preceding Fulton grand jury 
which initiated the slot machine decision 
and this jury, which carried it out, have 
done a good job in this field. The present 
jury has had, and will have, the com- 
mendation of all thoughtful people. 

But we submit that its foreman has 
made an unfortunate mistake in ignoring 
the historic rule of secrecy to reveal what 
went on in the jury room. In our opinion, 
his action makes it possible that, no mat- 
ter what presentments the jury returns, 
they will be suspect in the minds of 
many people. 

We suggest earnestly that the courts 
examine the idea that those men who 
have been candidates for office in the 
city or county be barred from service as 
grand jury foremen. There is no telling 
when one of them will.carry his bitter- 
ness and anger into the grand Jury room 
and make of the jury something it was 
never intended to be.

Surprise of a Decade 


Unless some unforeseen snags appear, 
reports from Paris about that country’s 
eventual ratification of the European De- 
fense Community treaty are encouraging. 
And it’s all because of a man who was 
comparatively unknown to the world un- 
til just a few weeks ago. 

The man is Pierre Mendes-France, the 
new French premier who has accom- 
plished already what a long succession 
of predecessors failed to do. He ended 
the Indochinese War and the long drain 
it had imposed on French finances. Al- 
though it was no victory, it was the best 
bargain France could get out of a bad sit- 
uation. 

The new French premier has moved 
swiftly in other directions. He is work- 
ing to end the tangle about France's oth- 
er colonial possessions—to grant political 
autonomy to subject peoples while main- 
taining the French Union. This action 
must be taken if these people are to be 
weaned from communism. 

Mendes-France has secured over- 
whelming approval from the French As- 
sembly for the broadest program of eco- 
nomic and political reforms in:half a cen- 
tury. If he’s successful in carrying them 
out, France will regain stability and her 
competitive position in the European and 
world economy. 

It is quite a phenomenon to watch the 
man at work. He has accomplished in a 
few weeks more than any French leader 
' since before the war. Brushed off as a 
nonentity by the United States when he 
was chosen premier, he.is earning respect 
as the most forceful French leader of, the 
“postwar period. 

Looking back on the weary succession 
of French governments that have strug- 
gled to maintain the status quo since the 
war, the world wonders perhaps whether 
he will last.. The evidence builds up that

To Help American Industry 


The President's decision to raise tariffs on Swiss watches is dis- 


appointing.

His administration has consistently stressed its belief 

and a more liberal and flexible national policy 
Until last week, presidential tariff 
decisions have borne out this philosophy, 


even though the press of 


politics has postponed the adoption of a broad new trade program. 


It's unfortunate, perhaps, that 
the Swiss watch case is consid- 
ered everywhere as the test of our 
trade intentions, far beyond its 


strict economic implications for 
the U.S. and Swiss industries. 
Abroad, our suppliers and cus- 
tomers see the tariff increase as 
the breaking of an © 18-vear-old 


trade bargain, highly profitable to 
both partners. They note that it is 
the first major industrial poeanaglt rise 
since the 1930s. Many of o lies 
are cutting away their own ‘rcs 
and currency restrictions. It will 
be hard to convince them now that 
the promised liberalization _ of 
American trade is not a will o’ the 
wisp. 

Here at home the decision is 
bound. to open a Pandora's box of 
new demands for tariff relief. The 
White House reports that the watch 
case turned on the question of na- 
tional defense. Already many in- 
dustries, feeling foreign competi- 
tion and sure they can demonstrate 
their own essentiality, are consid- 
ering a march on Washington. 

The Tariff Commission's brief 
and the White House proclamation 
insist that a nucleus of skilled 


watchmakers must be maintained 
against erosion by imports. That 
fewer Americans are working in 
the civilian watch industry now is 
undoubtedly true. But the nation 
requires more proof than has been 
offered so far that this in itself is 
dangerous, 

We'll be glad to pay a bit more 
for watches if it is necessary. But 
we are not sure that it is. We be- 
lieve people will go on buying 
Swiss watches because they are 
good Watches, attractively. de- 
signed, and energetically — sold. 
That won't provide more US. 
watchmakers. 

We think that each tariff case 
Should be considered on. its merits. 
But, more often than not, the tar- 
iff seems a poor way to insure that 
American industries can compete. 
And it’s likely to be less successful 
in assuring our defense, 

Leadership in economic policy 
demands all the improvisation and 
adaptation associated with military 
leadership. We hope that when the 
next tariff decision comes, the stat- 
ed aims of our policy will be reaf- 
firmed, and national security 
served, without resort to the tariff.

All guilt is caused by sin but all sin does not cause a feeling of guilt. 
There are people who commit the grossest of sins with no feeling of 


guilt. 


In fact, one of the tasks of the preacher is to produce a feeling 


of guilt thereby causing the guilty to seek salvation. 


I read a sermon recently on 
“The Vanishing Sinner.’’ It made 
the case that vast multitudes of 
people are not conscious at all of 
any sin. Therefore, they feel no 
need of repentance, confession, 
restitution and forgiveness. One of 
the tragedies of cancer is that it 
may cause no pain until it is too 
late to do anything about it. 


As a matter of fact, the further 
a person gets away from God the 
less his feeling of guilt. Converse- 
ly. the nearer one draws unto the 
purity of God, the blacker his own 
Sin appears to him. Study the lives 
of our greatest saints and you will 
see they were the most sensitive 
to sin. 

St. Paul calls himself the chief 
of sinners (1 Timothy 1:15). He 
fears that though he has preached 
to others, he himself might be- 
come a castaway (1 Cor. 9:27). 
John Bunyan, in Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress, has a pathway leading to hell 
from the very gate of heaven il- 
lustrating the fact of the possibility 
of falling even from there.

The 83rd Congress is poised to adjourn—or to recess—and the 
record is now almost entirely on the books. 


Before partisan debate begins, it 
should be possible to look at the 
Eisenhower-Republican record with 
some detachment. I believe that 
most Washington correspondents 
whose purpose is to get at the 
facts as well as they can, agree 
that these conclusions about the 
s3rd Congress are supported by 
what has happened. 

1. This has been an extraordi- 
narily productive Congress. As 
much significant legislation has 
been put on the statute books dur- 
ing this session of Congress as 
during any comparable two-year 
period in recent years and more 
than most. 

2. Despite some _ serious set- 
backs, the President won a very 
substantial part of his legislative 
program. This Congress has been 
more responsive to the President's 
requests on domestic matters than 
any previous Congress since the 
first two years of the New Deal. 

3. Important parts of the ad- 
ministration record concretely re- 
flect the President's stated philo- 
sophy of government—a philosophy 
of economic conservatism with 
humanitarian overtones.

The emergence of ex-President Hoover as a big gun in the cam- 


paign is a late development, 
viously planned build-up for him. 

That culminated in his 80th 
birthday celebration at his West 
Branch, Iowa, birthplace this 
week. After his heavy bombard- 
ment of the last two Democratic 
administrations in a speech on 
that occasion, it needed only his 
own announcement on his return 
to New York that he expected to 
make some campaign speeches to 
confirm a more active part for 
him in this year’s campaign than 
any since his own futile campaign 
for re-election in 1932. 

As a political asset, Mr. 
has come a long way since that 
drear March 4, 1932, when he rode 
down Pennsylvania Avenue to the 
Capitol in a car with the incoming 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for the in- 
auguration of the latter. 

Now Mr. Hoover, himself, has 
become our elder statesman. It is 
an interesting transformation and 
evidently Republicans think it not 
only significant but also potent po- 
litically. 

An important contributor to the 
restoration of the Hoover political 
prestige, aside from time the 
healer, was—strangely enough—a 
Democrat. We refer to former 
President Harry S. Truman. He 
brought Mr. Hoover back into pub- 
lic service and the publie atten- 
tion emanating therefrom by ap- 
pointing him chairman of a special 
commission to draft plans for re- 
organization of the federal govern- 
ment, a post he still holds in the 
Eisenhower administration. 


At his birthday celebration this

Miss Grant said six quarters of 
study will be planned on the Uni- 
versity of Georgia campus (with 
three quarters done elsewhere, if 
preferred) and 10 quarters will be 
on the Medical College of Georgia 
campus where the 800-bed Eugene 
Talmadge Memorial Hospital is 
now under construction. 

She said the previous lack of 
clinical facilities—a large general 


hospital, specifically—pre- 
vented an increase in nursing 
courses in the University System 


before now. She said the new hos- 
pital will provide facilities for 
clinical education ‘in all areas, 
including such specialties as tu- 
berculosis, communicable diseases, 
obstetrics and psychiatry.” 


EYE MASTER’S DEGREE 

The new program will not in- 
terfere with the programs in 
nursing education already under- 
way at the university. She said 
these include a centralized teach- 
ing program offering courses at 
the Atlanta Division, University of 
Georgia, to students enrolled in 
three Atlanta hospitals and the 
Bachelor of Science in Nursing Ed- 
ucation program for graduate 
nurses to prepare them for teach- 
ing and administrative positions. 

She said officials are consider- 
ing offering a master’s degree pro- 
gram in nursing.

Thirty-one of us walked through the long wood-smelling hall 
of the Jenkins “tent” at Old Salem camp ground, clambered 
over the scrubbed pine benches and took our places at two red- 
checked clothed tables—one for children and young folks, one for 
visiting preachers, dignitaries and assorted grownups. 

We waited expectantly and the little gray-haired woman in 
the pink dress standing at the Read of the table said firmly: 
“Will you return grace, Brother Thompson?”’ 

When the minister had spoken and we lifted our heads she 
gave the signal and the platters and the bowls and the trays 
and the tureens started circulating. It was a meal of such bounty 
and variety only a seasoned camp meeting-ite would believe it— 
and Mrs. Jennie Jenkins was almost as close to heaven as most 
earthly wayfarers get here beiow. 

She was at her beloved Old Salem camp ground. She was 
surrounded by her children and grandchildren—about 20 of ‘em. 
She was entertaining friends and feeding the hungry. 


For 50 weeks out of the years spunky little Mrs. Jenkins, 
widow of an Atlanta police officer and mother of Chief Herbert 
Jenkins, works in the sewing room at Grady Hospital. The other 
two weeks she spends at Salem Camp ground down at Conyers, 
cooking sumptuous meals for as many friends and relatives as 
she can assemble in the airy old-fashioned ‘‘tent’’ and taking to 
herself the spiritual refreshment available at the big tabernacle in 
the center of the ground. 


Her children can protest all they like that ‘‘Mama Jenks” is 
wearing herself out and that she ought to do something restful 
during her vacation. She brushes aside their objections tartly, per- 
suades one of them to send a truck for her supplies, pushes sec- 
ond helpings on them and warns them that they've got to get 
up in time to make 7:30 a.m. devotions before breakfast. 

“Mama Jenks.” as she is called by all her grandcldren, 
has been going to Salem camp ground since she was a little girl. 
Her father. Tom Elliott, was one of the charter tenters and she 
grew up looking forward to the time when crops would be laid 
by and they would crate up some chickens, pack their food and 
cooking vessels and hitch the milk cow back of the wagon and go 
to Old Salem. 


The camp ground has changed a lot since then, as have 
camp grounds all over Georgia. Electricity brings lights and 
water and refrigeration to the cottages and the milkman, the 
breadman and produce dealers bring their wares to the door. 
But the essential atmosphere is the same. The week of actual 
camp meeting (Mrs. Jenkins devotes another week to prepar- 
ing for and cleaning up after meeting) is a series of long, rest- 
ful days punctuated with church-going and eating. 

After supper we did as campers have done for generations— 
walked down to the old spring, back by ‘‘Kitty’s Cottage,’’ the 
historic slave cabin of Civil War days, around by the big summer 
hotel with its guests rocking on the front porch and then we 
visited along at the other tents where families enjoyed the twi- 
light under brush arbor shelters.

since the strike began, and 9567) 
probationary employes. | 

All other employes were sent 
on vacation. If the strike still is 
dn when they return to work, 
they will be given two-week dis- 
missal pay and suspended from 
the payroll, which totals $7,300,- 
000 a month. 

The airline said it had no 
choice but to go ahead with its 
plan to lay off all but a skeleton 
force of employes because of the 
walkout, called to protest sched- 
ules for three daily non-stop 
transcontinental flights. 

Executives were included in the 
lay-off order. 

The AFL Airline Pilots Assn., 
which called the strike July 30, 
said only that the company 
‘threat’? was a ‘‘typical move.’’ 

A union spokesman said he 
knew of *‘absolutely nothing’’ 
planned to prevent the mass lay- 
offs. 

A company official said the ne- 
gotiations were ‘‘stymied’’ sev- 
eral days before the strike began 
and there had been no change in 
the situation.
